BEVERIDGE GOLD 
WITH ROUSEVEL 


He Will Be Chairman of the 
Third Parly Convention, 


°5.—Announcement 


ww 


Chicago, July of 
the selection of Albert J. Beveridge, 
of Indiana, as temporary chairman of 
the national progressive convention 
was the chief development in political 
circles here today. The announcement 
was made by Senator Dixon, director 
of Colonel Roosevelt’s campaign for 
the progressive presidential nomina- 


tion. 

At the same time a letter ‘from Mr. 
Beveridge to William H. Dye, of In- 
dianapolis, was made public. This let- 
ter marks his withdrawal from the re- 
publican party, in which he has taken 
a prominent part. The letter has been 
utilized by leaders in the third party 
movement as a bill of progressive prin- 
cfples. 

In his letter Mr. Beveridge finds 
fault with both old parties, and urges 
all progressives, irespective of party, 
to rally to the Roosevelt movement. 

In this connection the letter states: 

“The* present crisis requires that all 
progressives o fall parties shall act to- 
gether through an organization of 
their own with a plainly stated pro- 
gressive program and at open war 
with the evil partisan boss system. 
Ultimately and soon this will force all 
genuine reactionaries to act in the 
same way through a separate organi- 
zation of their own, with a plainly 
stated reactéonary program. Thus all 
of us who as a matter of conviction 
belleve in progressive principles can 
act together and the boss system will 
be unnecessary to either.” 

Sectionalism in Politics. 

Taking up the question of. sectional- 
ism in politics, the letter says: 

“Only a truly national non-sectional 
party .which wiil. permit Americans of 
al] sections who believe in: the same 
things to act and vote together. will 
dissolve this wicked and‘ dangerous 
sectionalism and thus unite the nation 
in very truth. This great eng alone is 
worth the utmost effort of every patri- 
otic man and woman in the whole re- 
public.” 

Senator Dixon said that the com- 
mittee in charge of the convention ar- 
rangements had received more than 
1.000 applications from states other 
than from Illinois for seats. He also 
said many of the delegations would 
be accompanied by large numbers of 
progressives who desire to be present

W. Jordan Massee, the well-Kknow'n 
promoter of corporate enterprises, of 
Macon, is under arrest at Spartanburs, 
2. 

Mr. Massee is not held in Spartan- 
burg On account of anything he is al- 
legeq to have done in the state of 
South Carolina, but because he is 
wanted in Tennessee. 

Some time ago Governor Hooper, of 
Tennessee, sent several lawyers to 
Georgia and endeavored to induce 
Governor Brown to surrender Mr. 
Massee for trial in that state be- 
cause he is alleged to have made some 
remark derogatory to one R. M. Wil- 
liams, of Maury county, Tennessee. 

Governor Brown, after hearing, re- 
fused to honor Governor Hooper's 
requisition, so, it would appear, Gov- 
ernor Hooper simply bided his time. 

Evidently Mr. Massee’s movements 
have been watched, for Governor 
Hooper's agents located him in Spar- 
tanburg, where he had gone on busi- 
ness, ang had him taken into custody 
pending a requisition which’ will be 
sent to Governor Cole L. Blease, 

Will Blease Surrender Him? 

Mr. Massee’s arrest presents an in- 
teresting speculative problem, in view 
of present conditions !n South Caro- 
lina, and the part which certain Geor- 
gians have played therein. 

Will Governor Blease surrender him? 
The question is fraught with interest. 

Laying aside the proposition tliat 
such surrender of a man incidentally 
in another state on business, whose 
own state had refused, after hearing, 
to surrender him, would hardly be in 
accord with the generally recognized 
comity between states, it must be re- 
membered that— 

First, Governor Blease is mag with 
Governor Brown because the latter 
refused to surrender Thomas B. 
Felder for trial in South Carolina on 
Blease’s charges. 

Second, suppose Governor Blease 
should recognize the Tennessee requ!- 
sition and surrender Mr. Massee to 
the jurisdiction of that state, would 
he not then have the right to expect 
reciprocity from Tennessee to the ex- 
tent of the surrender of Mr. Felder 
if he could locate him there on his 
way east or elsewhere? 

An Interesting Situation. 

It will be seen, twerefdre, that the 
arrest of Mr. Massee in South Caro- 
lina, as the result of the Tennessee 
warrant, presents a very interesting 
problem. 

Whatever the legal conclusion Goy- 
«rnor Blease might draw, it will hard- 
ly escape the governor’s attention that 
here is a possible opportunity to get 
elder despite Governor Brown’s ad- 
verse decision, just as he might turn 
Massee over to the Tennessee authori- 
ties. 

True, Governor Blease did not try 
it while Mr. Felder was in Baltimore,

“Your evil labors in committee and 
parliament,’ the letter read, “have 
done much harm. We do not wish to 
stain our hands in your soiled blood, 
but we warn you that the army and 
the people demand dissolution of the 
chamber. Failing compliance with this 
demand within forty-eight hours we 
will do what is needed.’ 

Violent speeches were made by sev- 
eral deputies, who declared they would 
not move except at the point of the 
bayonet. The minister of war, Nazim 
Tasha, in behalf of the cabinet and 
professing that was not aware of 
the existence of the league, announced 
that the government would endeavor 
to discover the authors. of the letter. 
The chamber then rose. 

The expiration of the forty-eight 
hours’ isawaited with the great- 
est anxiety. In spite of Nazim Pasha’s 
pronouncement, it is understood the 
government realizes the necessity for 
dissolution, but is seeking a means 
to accomplish this in a constitutional 
way, and will try to dissuade the 
league from violent measures.

Hickey, the new witness, told the 
district attorney he stood within 3 
feet of Rosenthal when the fatal shots 
were fired, a week ago Monday night. 
According to Hickey, as Mr. Whitman 
outlined his story, fodr shots from as 
many different revolvers were fired at 
the gambler. 

Hickey told also, it was given out, 
that Rosenthal when he walked out of 
the Metropole cafe was accompanied 
by several friends. He had not been 
summoned, according to Hickey, and 
the party stopped at the newspaper 
counter, where Rosenthal bought 
seven or eight papers. These he dis- 
tributed among the party. All were 
glancing over.the news, just outside, 
when the shots were fired. Accordinz 
to the district attorney, Hickey said 
he might be able to identify two of 
the men who had revolvers. 

“Shapiro will render any assistance 
ne can in the matter,’ said Mr. Whit- 
man tonight, referring to the chauf- 
feur’s statement. “There is absolutely 
promise of immunity to him. He 
was, according to his statement, wait- 
ing about fifteen minutes in front of 
the Metropole on the night of the 
homicide.

Effort to Force Leavitt From 
Box Fails--Darrew Trying 
to Impeach Franklin. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 25.—Further 
efforts to impeach Bert H. Franklin. 
witness against Clarence S. Darrow, 
were made today by the defense in the 
Darrow’ bribery trial. Franklin was 
Darrow’'s confidential Wan, employed 
to investigate the record and disposi- 
tion of probable jurors during the Mc- 
Namara trial. He pteaded guilty to 
jury bribing. 

The taking of testimony was re- 
sumed this afternoon after the de- 
fense had lost its fight to force Jur: 
Leavitt out of the box on the ground 
of prejudice and to substitute Alter- 
nate Juror Blakeley. 

Lecompte Davis, formerly associated 
with Darrow in the defense of the Mc- 
brothcrs, was the only wit- 
ness called. He denied many state- 
ments made by Franklin. 

Davis declared that he, Darrow and 
Franklin had a conference at Davis’ 
office soon after Franklin's arrest. 
“Franklin said that Colonel Tom 
Johnson, an attorney, had gone to 
him,” Davis testified, “and said he 
was from Assistant District Attorney 
Ford, who offered, if Franklin would 
plead guilty, to let him go with a fine 
which could be paid from the money 
foung on Franklin when arrested. 

“Then,” Davis continued, “Darrow 
brought into the conversation by £-:'- 
ing ‘Why do they want me any more 
than Job Harriman or any other at- 
torney connected with the case?’ 

“Franklin said Johnson told him 
Ford was after Darrow—not any 1ocal 
man—and if Franklin knew anything 
about any other attornev he could 
keep his mouth shut.” 

Davis said he never had had control 
of the MeNamara defense fung and de- 
nied he had ever promised Franklin 
any money, or that Darrow had in- 
structed Franklin to tell the court he 
had obtained the bribe money from a 
third party.

SECRET SESSION 


Appointments of Governor Go 
Over Until Next 
Monday. 


The senate went into executive ses- 
sion Thursday morning to consider 
the governor's appointments of J. R.

Families Driven From Homes. 

When. the disastrous storms, cloud- 
bursts and floods swept over the large 
area yesterday. scores of the towns af- 
fllicted were just recovering from a 
deluge that pelted them last Sunday 
morning. Yesterday’s storm drove 
hundreds of fimilies from their homes; 
residences were damaged or complete- 
ly demolished; streets were torn up by 
the mile, or piled high with tons of 
debris carried by the flood waters. 

Poles were uprooted and wires 
dropped to the streets, blocking com- 
munication from many points and 
causing darkness at many others. 
Railroad and street car facilities were 
practically suspended unti] after mid- 
night, when washed-out tracks were 
repaired or debris moved along some 
of the routes. 

Dunbar, Pa., nine miles west of IU'n- 
iontown, is the center of the region of 
desolation in Pennsylvania. The flood 
waters swept. away homes and busi- 
ness houses; did serious damage to 
mines, furnace and coKe plants, and 
spread terror into the hearts of thou- 
sands.

Sheldon Tells the _— 
About the Contribution, 


‘Former G. O. P. Treasurer 
Says He Thinks Roosevelt 
Knew Nothing About the 
Gift to the Campaign Fund 
Until After the Election. 


Washington, July 25.—Circumstances 
of the ita vritman contribution to the 
Roosevelt campaign of 1904 were re- 
lated to the senate investigating com- 
mittee today by George R. Sheldon, 
who was treasurer of the republican 
committee of 1908 and unofficially as- 
sociated with Treasurer Bliss, of the 
1904 committee. 

This was Mr. Sheldon's. version: 

“About two weeks before the elec- 
tion Governor Odell, who was New 
York state chairman, came to Mr. Bliss 
and stated that while it was perfectly 
clear that Mr. Roosevelt would be 
elected, the state ticket was in doubt. 

“He asked for some money. Mr. 
Bliss said he had no money, but he 
WOula see what he could do. He went 
to KE. H. Harriman, and Mr. Harriman 
got—Mr. Harriman with Mr. Bliss— 
got together some $250,000, and that 
money was handed to the state com- 
mittee, and never wet to the national 
committee.” 

Mr. Sheldon said he knew, unofficial- 
ly, that J. P. Morgan & Co. and Henry 
C. rick were contributors in 1904. 

Roosevelt Knew Nothing. 

“Did Mr. Harriman see anyone else 
before he contributed? My memory of 
events is a little hazy,’’ said Senator 
Paynter.

“Wasn't it a subject of correspond- 
ence between Mr. Harriman and Mr. 
Roosevelt?”

SCHEDULED NEXT WEEK 


Murder and assault with intent to 
murder cases galore will occupy the at- 
tention of the criminal branch of the 
Fulton superior court when it meets 
next week, for in addition to the Grace 
trial there will be four murder cases 
to decide and eight assault with intent 
to murder charges to try. 

Probably never before in the historv 
of the criminal court in Fulton county 
have there been so many capital pun- 
ishment trimes to paSs upon tn a singie 
session, while the assault with intent 
to murder cases are also unusually 
plentiful. Already there are two men 
under sentence of death in Fulton 
county, though they have appealed 
their cases... These two are Ben Green, 
the negro who killed Aaron Morris, 
and W. J. Clay, who Killed his own 
wife and who put up a claimeof in- 
sanity when tried. 

A peculiar fact in connection with 
the murder trials is that all four kill- 
ings occurred less than five weks ago, 
while three of them occured in two 
days. This is said to be some of the 
quickest indictments and trials ever 
made in ‘tmportant criminal cases in 
“ulton county.

In each case it is the intention to re- 
tain the name rcpublican and place 
candidates for congress and state 
offices on the regular’ republican 
ticket. 

In states in which the law. requires 
that the names of Taft and Sherman 
be placed on the ballot as the repub- 
lican nominees, the Roosevelt candi- 
dates for election will go in a sep- 
arate» column. Where the law does 
not exact this, the Roosevelt candi- 
dates probably will be placed under 
the regular republican emblem, on the 
theory that Colonel Roosevelt is the 
legitimate nominee of the party. This 
claim goes back to the meeting in 
Chicago the night the republican na- 
tional convention adjourned.
